fat cattle; and that ill auch beef ahall 
be cut in piecea as nearly square as may 
be* and which shall not exceed eight 
pounda weight» nor bo less then four 
pounds weight; That all beef which the 
Inspector»Deputy-Inspector or assistant, 
shall find on examination to have been 
kille<rat a proper ego to be fot, and other 
wise good end merchantable» shall be 
sorted ah4 divided by him is four differ 
ent sorts» for picking or repacking Into 
berrili or haIuUarrels,|o be denominated 
Mesa—Prime, No. l—Prime, No. 2— 
and Cargo. Meas beef sb|ll consist of 
the choicest pieces of oxen or steers* 
well fa«ed, not under three years old, 
and weighing aix hundred pounda and 
upwards. The skin, aboulder-clod and 
oeck» aball be taken from the fore-quar­ 
ter, aod the leg and leg-rotmds from the 
Kiud-quarter, and each barrel or haif- 
barrel, containing beef of this descrip­ 
tion shall bo blended on ooe of the 
beads with the words Mess Beef.

All other fot cattle» of^woylmreetd

Ubes, Isle of May, Lisboa Or Turks- 
laland Salt» or tO peuada of coarae Li­ 
verpool aalt, or other aalt of equal qua­ 
lity, exclusive of pickle made of fresh 
water» ia atrong* aa mil will make it: 
a|il to oécb barrel and balf-barrel of 
boe^ of the three first sorts, shall be 
added four ounces of salt-petre; and 
each batMarrel of beef aball be aalted 
wkb one-half of the quantity of ealt a« 
Vova mentioned, end twe ouncee of salt­ 
petre. 


Sec. 8, And he it further enacted. 
That from and after the'firat day of Sep­ 
tember next, every barrel and balf-bar­ 
rel, in which meas-beef ahall be packed 
or re-packed, shall be made of good sea­ 
soned white-oak etavee and heading, free 
from sap, and every defect, to be cover­ 
ed three-fourths of the length witb good 
hoops, leaving one-fourtb in the centre ; 
the heads to be made of good thick etuff, 
the hoops to be well set and drawn to­ 
gether. That barrels and half-barrele, 
containing Prime Beef^ No. I, Prime, 
No. 2, and Cargo Beef, asay be made of 
seasoned white oak» or white ash» or 
yellow-berk oak-staves and heading, not 
free from aap, and be hooped with no 
more than twelve hoope, which ahall be 
well aecured with not leaa than three 
pins on each bulge % and that every bar­ 
rel and haif-barrcl, in which beef of any 
denomination aball be packed or re­ 
packed» tbr exportation, ahall bo made 
of staves and heading not leaa than five- 
eighths of an inch thick. Each barrel 
ahall contain two hundred pounds weight 
of beef, and each half-barrel ahall con* 
tain one hundred pounda weight of beef. 
The bárrele to measure sixteen and half 
inches between the chimes, and to be 
twenty-eight inchds long ( the half-bar­ 
rele to contain not less than fifteen,' nor 
more than aixteen gallooa, and hooped 
in the same manner aa ia provided for 
the whole barrels. 


Sec. 6. And he it further enacted, 
That on one head of every barrel and 
balf-barrel, in which beef or pork is 
packed or re-packed for exportation 
shall be branded the weight it contains, 
with the first letter of the Christian 
name, and the eoroame at length of the 
Inspector wbo hae Inspected the same, 
with the name of the town where it was 
inspected, ia legible tetters, (not less 
than threc-fourtha of an inch long,) also 
the addition of Rhode-Ieland. 


Sec. 7. Mnd he it further enacted, 
That no Deputy or Aaaiatant, appointed 
by tliis act, »hall,inspect or brand any 
cask of beef or pork, out of the town or 
county lor which he shall be appointed- 
under the penalty of fifty doliera; and it 
any person, other than the said Inspec­ 
tor, his Deputy or Assistant, a nail pre- 
eume to atampor brand any cask of beet 
or pork, in the manner directed by this 
act, every peraoo so offending aball for­ 
feit the sum of twenty dollars» for each 
and every.cask so unlawfully branded. 


Sec. •> And he it further enacted, 
That the Inspector-General shall have 
two cents for each barrel» and two 
ccnta for each half-barrel of beef and 
pork, inspected by virtue of this act 
and the Deputy of each county shal l 
have two cents for each barrel» and ooe 
cent for each half barrel of beef ant 
pork inspected as aforesaid, in the 
county whereof ho ahall be Inspector, 
and each Assistant Inspector shall have 
for hia services, in cutting» weighing, 
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packingtsahing, picklinr, heeding and

And bv it further enacted9 
That all penalties and forfeitures aiising 
by force of this act, sluill be recovered 
by ection of debt, in any Court compe­ 
tent to try the aame» one half thereat Jto 
the use of the town wherein tbe person 
shall belong, tbe other half thereof to 
him or them wbo shall sue for the 
same.

Provided nevertheless» that 
they shall be considered as in full force, 
with regard to all penalties end for­ 
feitures which may be then iucurt;ed fot* 
the breach of the same. 


See. 22. And be it fatther enacted. 
That if any peraon shall sell or offer for 
sale in thin State, any aalted beef or 
pork» in barrels or half-barrels, before it 
shall have been inspected end branded 
as aforesaid, he aball forfeit tbe sum of 
five dollars for each berrel, end tbe auut 
of two and half dollars, for each balf- 
barrel, sold or offered for sale.
